Were Putting in Timbers. When 
A Cave-in Occurred--Verdict 
of Accidental Death. 


iy 


A fatal accident. oecurred in the 
Frauk mine of the Canadian Consoli- 
dated company at six o,clock last 
Monday evening in which John Psetak 
lost, his life by suffocation. 

Psetak and his partner, Louis Weir, 
were engaged in putting in a set of 
timbers in a counter off one of the 
angles where it was feared there was 
danger of a cave-in. They had been 
cautioned of the possibility of danger 
and were instructed to get the set in 
as quickly as possible and without 
waiting to move any coal, but appar- 
ently the coal ran and they were 
obliged to move half a dozen cars, or 
thought they were, before putting in 
the timbers. After moving the coal, 
they were getting up the legs when 
the big cave-in occurred. Psetak was 
buried completely. Weir could see to 
do nothing without light, and he was 
obliged to make his way out to the 
angle to procure light and assistance. 
By the time he returned with other 
miners and light, aud succeeded in un- 
covering Psetak, the unfortunate 
miner was dead, 

An inquest was held today by Cor- 
oner F. M. Pinkuey, the jury retarn- 
ing a verdict of accidental death but 
recommending that the company pro- 
vide a saféty lamp capabie of being 
relighted in the mine when from any 
cause it goes out, as it appeared from 
the evidence, had Weir had light he 
would have saved the life cf his rt 
ner. 

The deceased was thirty-fve ye 
of age and a native of powingne

The Refraction of Light and the Lim- 
iting Angle of Vision. 
; .One of the most peculiar things in 
| connection witb life under water is 
! what is known asthe limiting angle of 
! vision, ‘This applies-to tishes, divers, 
submarive crews wd, in fact, any be- 
iug possessing the power of sight aud 
desiring to look through the water at 
objecys in the air. The effect is not 
due to a defect in vision, but to the re- 
fraction or bending of light, and no 
Yelescope ‘or other optical instrument 


| can get around it, 


| . The effect consists of the impossibil- 


'4ty of seeing anything on the outside 
\-qrnvees “ie tare Tee line of 

sight within forty-eight de; Or Cie 
vertical. If a forty-nine degree angle or 
over is taken, the surface, no matter 
how clear the water is, acts as a per- 
| fect mirror and reflects objects at the 
bottom of the water, thus not allowing 
anything on the, outside to be seen. 
| The consequence of this property is 
the most startling of all, for everything 
on the outside can be seen and thus 
has to be seen in the cone described 
by the forty-eight degree angle from 
the eye. ‘This shows all outside ob- 
jects huddled together and appearing 
high in air. Thus, if one dives into the 
middle of a. wide river, on looking up 
the banks will appear close together, 
but, at a great distance from tbe ob- 
server, high in air. 

This angle is called the “critical” an- 
gle and of course varies with the two 
media in contact. ;

Tt is not generally realized that the 
oaval harbor works at Dover have 
been in hand for twelve years. Dover 
Was used as a base for the fleets 
which the Romans maintained for the 
suppression of the pirates of North. 
eth Europe. ‘Sir Walter Raleigh re- 
‘commended Dover for bd ge an as 
a naval base, and Henry VIII. did: 
much for its benefit, building a new 
pier there, 

In more recent times Dover has 
| been the subject of much talk and 
comparatively little action. Three 
royal commissions sat on a proposal 
to build a harbor there in the middle 
of last century—one in 1840, another 
in 1844, and a third in the following 
year. All that resulted, however, was 
the Admiralty Pier, begun in 1847 and 
not completed until twenty years 
after, . 

Many yoers later the Dover Har- 
hor Board brought forward a scheme 
for the commercial development of 
the port, and their plans were actually 
sanction ‘in 1891. Soon after, how. 
ever, they were modificd owing to the 
decision of the Admirs\ty to construct 
there a “national harbor of refnge,” 
the contract for which was let to 
Messrs. Pearson & Son in 1895, ani! 
ie the Prince of Wales opened re. 
cently, 

The work has been’a tedious one, 
and it is open to doubt—in naval 
circles, to openly expressed doubt— 
whether the place will ever be worth 
what has been spent on it. The re- 
sult of .the twelve year’s work is 4 
naval harbor 610 acres in extent, and 
a tiny commercial harbor (by court- 
esy) of eighty acres.

Building Uses to Which They Are Put 
In Germany. ‘ 

Germany uses giass bricks for build- 
ing purposes with measurable success, 
In Berlin is constructed a small villa 
the walls of which are built of glass 
bricks of several shades of dark green 
and blue. The ginss bricks are espe- 
cially adapted to construction where 
light, cleanliness and neatness are par- 
ticularly intdemanud. in Hamburg they 
are utilized in place of windows. They 
admit light in walls which police regu- 
lations require to be fireproof and win- 
dowless. 

In addition to admitting light to dark 
hallways, rooms, etc. they are said 
to possess the same strength as ordina- 
ry clay bricks. They are also utilized 
in walls in yards and partitions in the 
interior houses, salesrooms, offices, 
workshops, etc., as well as for the con- 
struction of verandas, hothouses,  ki- 
osks, bathrooms, hospitais, ice facto- 
ries, butcher shops, railway stations, 
breweries, stables and in other places 
where cleanliness, light and uniform 
temperatures are especially desired. 

The bricks are also made with a wire 
coating for fireproof walls. In some of 
the recently erected buildings in Milan, 
Italy, bricks made of glass have been 
adopted for ground and upper floors 
on account of the light obtained. They 
are also coming into use for partition 
work in some of the hospitals on ac- 
count of hygienic principles. 

In one of the leading banking institu- 
tions of the city of Turin the lobby of- 
fice floor, which is about 36 by 58 feet, 
is entirely paved with glass bricks laid 
in iron frames for the purpose of ad- 
mitting light into the basement, where 
are located numerous private boxes or 
vaults. In the Netherlands hollow 
green transparent giass bricks are used 
principally for light giving purposes in 
machine shops and conservatories.— 
Chicago. Tribune. 


Preparing For the Census. 

Over 65,000 enumerators will be en- 
gaged in the census work next April, 
and supervisors will be provided in

Officials will be selected by the director 


of the census, but the appointment of 
all other employees must be through 
competitive civil service examinations. 
This arrangement will secure a force 
tested for efficiency and will prevent 
pressure upon congressmen by persons 
looking for census appointments. The 
census will embrace each state and 
territory and District of Columbia, Ha- 
wail, Alaska and Porto Rico. June 30, 
1909. marks the beginning of what is 
known as the decennial census period. 
The scope of the census will be sub-

To- 
day the abbey is staggering under a 
tremendous debt, while one of its can- 
onries is suspended for an indefinite 
period.—Exchange.
